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Dear Mr. Godson: 


I regret the confusion concerning the inteat of your 
letter of 13 March. The term “access” is used in Executive 
Order 11652 in connection with applicetions free historical 
researchers who wish to work direetly with classified records, 
and, in view of the generalized deseription of recerds given, 
it was assumed thet you had this avenue in mind. 


It is your right to request a mandatory declassification 
review of classified material, previded that the documents 
are at least 10 years old. The decuments, however, must be 
described with “sufficient particularity” te peralt identifi- 
cation. Your request, on the other hand, is for records 
Jescribed in general terms only and therefore sust be rejected. 


Further, the files are so voluminous--we estimate over 
1? cubic feet--that in practical terms declessification review 
likely would not aid you. Review of that velune of documents 
surely would require months and we would heve to nake a charge 
for the research invelved in screening the files and fer the 
copying of each document furnished. We believe your purposes 
would best be served if you would complete the necessary foras 
for you and your research assistant which I forwarded with 
my letter of 29 March. Upon completion of the processing of 
these forms, you could be given access under the provisions 
applicable to historical research. — ES,

Dear Mr. Godson: 


In response to your letter of 13 March, I am enclesing two sets 
of applications for access to classified material. ‘Please note that: 
both you and your assistant must apply and be approved and that one of 
the forms must be submitted in duplicate. Management approval will be 
necessary before security processing can begin. The conditions that 
must be satisfied before access to classified information can be approved 
are outlined in Section 12 of Executive Order 11682 and paragraph B, 
Section VI, of the implementing National Securfty Counc{! Directive. 
Copies of these documents are enclosed for your conventence. 


Approval of your application will be contingent upon a finding 
that the proposed research is clearly consistent with the interests 
of national security, that your research can be supperted with a reasen- 
able expenditure of resources, and that your credentfals qualify you 
as a historical researcher. If the application {s approved, a security 
investigation will be instituted, a process which normally requires an 
additional two months. You will, of course, be prosptly notified of 
any decisions reached.
